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**Wlio is among you that valketh in 
darkness and hath no light ? let him trust 
in the name of the Lord, and stay upon his 
God.** Isaiah 1. 10. 



LIGHT FOR DARK DATS. 



Yes, Dear Reader, there is light 
even for the darkest days, bright 
li^t, and sweet comfort ; and who 
can say that he shall need it not? 
for soTne dark days must overcast 
the path of all who are travelling 
through this sorrow-stained world. 
Perhaps you may be just setting 
out in life, with a fair and hopeful 
prospect before you, and the world 
appears to your view as a bright 
and sunny land, whereon no dark 
shadow rests, but the clouds of 
adversity will arise, and the " gales 
of care " will blow : and sometimes 
so suddenly and unlooked for (even 
when we think that all is peace and 
A 2 
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safety), that we scarcely know liow 
or whence they come, and we feel, 
for a time, overwhelmed and crushed 
by them. Oh, happy, then, are 
those who know where to seek '* a 
refuge from the storm," and who, in 
those seasons of darkness, can " look 
unto the Lord and be lightened." 
The unfailing words of Holy Scrip- 
ture declare, that *^ man is bom 
unto trouble." And although sor- 
row does not press in an equal 
degree upon all the children of 
Adam, still very, very few, are the 
number who advance many years in 
this " transitory life " without being 
visited with. some affliction. Either 
sickness, losses, bereavements, per- 
secution, or contempt, assail them ; 
and, at last, comes the dark day 
when the " lamp of life " must be 
extinguished ; and dark, indeed, it 
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is to those who have not the light 
of the glorious Gospel to gild their 
passage through the dark valley of 
the shadow of death ; who have not 
the Saviour's presence to make it to 
them a " lighted valley ; " who have 
no hope beyond the grave. Oh, 
then, be persuaded to seek this 
" light of life " before the evil days 
come, that you may not be like the 
foolish virgins, groping in darkness, 
when you most need the light. 
Take the Word of God to be "a 
lamp unto your feet, and a light 
unto your paths." Turn to the 
** Sun of Righteousness and He will 
arise upon you with healing in Hia 
wings." 

Especially must the believing 
Christian expect dark days, for has 
not his Lord forewarned him, ^^ In 
the world ye shall have tribula- 
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tion ; " but He graciously adds, 
" Be of good cheer, I have overcome 
the world." And He who prayed 
for all those who should " hereafter 
believe in His name " will give Hi» 
people strength, that they also may 
overcome, and may follow Him 
to that kingdom which is entered 
" through much tribulation/! 

If the Christian is endeavouring 
faithfully to follow the footsteps of 
his Divine Master, if he is daily 
denying himself, and taking up his 
cross to follow the leading of the 
blessed Lamb of God, he knows full 
well how many obstacles beset his 
path, and how often dark clouds 
will arise to obscure his way, and 
hide from his eyes the bright and 
shining light which beams from 
the celestial city. How oft«i« 
when he would do good, dw^ 
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he find that only evil is present 
"with him? How often^ when he 
would possess his soul in peace, does 
he meet with trials, perhaps small 
in themselves, which yet vex and 
irritate his spirit and his temper^ 
and cause him to exclaim, vrith the 
Apostle, " O wretched man that I 
am, who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death ? " And instead 
of growing in grace, he seems, as he 
knows more of himself, and of in- 
bred corruption, to be becoming 
more and more unlike the heavenly 
pattern which he would fain imitate. 
But let not such an one despair. 
Let him ^' go on in the strength of 
the Lord," who has promised, " My 
grace is sujfficient for thee ; for my 
strength is made perfect in weak«- 
ness." Let him be more earnest in 
prayer, asking "i» faith,*' and in 
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due time " the Lord his God will 
make his darkness to be light/' and 
he shall go on his way rejoicing. 
For "the Lord (Jod is a sun and 
shield, the Lord will give grace and 
glory, and no good thing will he with- 
hold from them that walk uprightly.'* 

^ Oft I walk beneath the cloud, 
Dark as midnight's gloomy shroud; 
But when fear is at its height, 
Jesus comes and all is light ; 
Blessed Jesus ! bid me show 
Doubting saints how much I owe." 

This is also a world of uncertainty. 
"We know not what a day may 
bring forth." But he whose affec- 
tions-are set upon " things above *' 
will be "kept in perfect peace." 
*' He will not be afraid of any evil 
tidings, for his heart standeth firm, 
trusting in the Lord," and he knows 
that " all things shall work together 
for good to them' that love Him."

We cannot say, when we arise in 
the morning, whether the day will 
be to us one of light and gladness, 
or of darkness and woe ; we know 
not what calamity, trial, or misfor- 
tune, may befall us, before the 
shades of night again descend upon 
our world ; or if it shall be the will 
of God to make it our last upon 
earth — " For in the midst of life we 
are in death." Then, " Blessed are 
those servants whom their Lord, 
when He cometh, shall find watch- 
ing." Yes, thrice blessed are those 
who with fervent faith can say, 
" Though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death I will fear 
no evil, for Thou art with me. Thy 
rod and Thy staff they comfort me." 
And why should not all be like 
minded ? Why should not all have 
f* the hope full of immortality ? " 
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It is because they will not ^* prepare 
to meet their God^** they put far 
from them those thoughts which are 
to them so full of gloom-*-they do 
not seek to be guided ^'into the 
way of peace." And when the 
voice of the Bridegroom is heard^ 
when the time of preparation is 
p€ut, they are in doubt, despair, and 
anxiety, when their loins should be 
girded, and their lamps burning^ 
they are seeking oil— -endeavouring 
to find that narrow way in which 
they should have been walking; 
but, alas ! how often is it ^* too late,** 
and the night of death shrouds them 
in perpetual darkness. Seek ye the 
Lord while he may be found. Call 
ye upon Him while He is near. 
Behold, now is the accepted time; 
now is the day of salvation* Oh ! 
seek and find it without delay, that 
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when time with you shall be no 
more, jou may hear these welcome 
words, " Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation 
of the world." 

There are various kinds of trouble 
in this Ufe, but we should always 
remember (as it is said in the book 
of Job), that *^ affliction cometh not 
forth of the dust, neither doth 
trouble spring out of the ground*" 
No, all is ordained and disposed by 
Him whose wisdom cannot err, and 
often proves the greatest '* blessing 
in disguise," — sent by a tender 
Father to reclaim his backsliding 
children, who, wandering far from 
the way of holiness, would be lost 
for. ever, did He not stretch forth 
His hand and send these chastise- 
ments as lights to guide them into 
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the path which leadeth to everlasting 
life. " Though no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous, yet afterwards it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruits of righteousness 
to them who are exercised thereby." 
And when we are visited with afflic- 
tion we should earnestly pray that 
it may be sanctified and blessed to 
us, that by it we may be made more 
pure, and more " meet for the inhe- 
ritance of the saints in light.*' And 
our Almighty Friend, who knoweth 
our frailty, will be our help in the 
" time of need ; " for has He not, in 
his great mercy, said to us, ^'Call 
upon me in the day of trouble, I 
will deliver thee, and thou shalt 
glorify me ? " Here is a gracious 
promise ; what more can we desire ? 
To whom can we go, so strong, so 
able, and so willing to help us ? 
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** A friend and helper so divine, 
Does my weak courage raise ; 
He makes the glorious victory mine. 

And his shall be the praise." 
We often see the children of 
God, and those who must be most 
precious in His sights visited with 
severe and accumulated trials ; while 
those who seem to forget Him 
are at ease, "but whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth, and scourgeth 
every son whom He receiveth," 
And He will not allow His children 
to think that their portion is to be 
in this life. No; they must al- 
ways remember that they are but 
" strangers and pilgrims here," tra- 
velling to " a city which hath foun- 
dations: whose builder and maker is 
God," and that they must press 
forward, and not loiter in the 
wayside bowers of idle or sinful 
pleasures. ''Even as an eagle 
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stirreth up her nest," to teach her 
young that it is no longer a place of 
rest for them, but that they must 
rise from it, and soar away to 
dazzling heights ; so does our 
Heavenly Father remove from us 
every earthly prop and stay upon 
which He sees that we too fondly 
lean. If we would have Test^ we 
must seek that "rest which re- 
maineth for the people of God.*' 
K we would have a ha/ppy and 
enduriny home it cannot be in this 
sad and changing world, but in 
** the Jerusalem which is above.'* 

** There is a land of pure delight, 
Where saints immortal reign : 
Infinite day excludes the night, 
And pleasures banish pain." 

Every troublej rightly under- 
stood, is an invitation from the 
Lord to call upon Him. We are 
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apt to get cold and indiflferent, and 
then the Lord puts us into the 
furnace of affliction. The best 
prayers have generally been put up 
in the time of trouble, for then 
they really come from the hearty 
then we feel that we must either 
pray or sink. 

** Amid the raging of the sea 
Our soula atill hang their hope on Th«e ; 
Thy constant love and faithful care, 
Support and save us from despair.'' 

Oh ! what a mercy to have a God 
to whom we may go in ^trouble— 
one who has given us the gracious 
command to call upon Him in that 
day. The day of our trouble should 
be to us a day of special prayer. 
Trouble burdens the heart, prayer 
eases it. Trouble disturbs the 
heart, prayer quiets it. Trouble 
petplexes the heart, prayer directs 
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it. May we always pray, but espe- 
cially in troublous times: "I will 
deliver thee,** is our sweet en- 
couragement. 

<* Prayer is the Christian's vital breath, 
The Christian's native air, 
His watchword at the gate of death, 
He enters heaven by prayer. 

" O Thou, by whom we come to God, 
The Truth, the Life, the Way, 
The path of prayer thyself hast trod, 
* Lord, teach us how to pray.' " 

But we must not be disappointed 
nor discouraged if our prayers are 
not always answered at the time^ 
nor in the way which we desire. 
We may be like the Israelites in the 
wilderness, lusting for that which 
would be our destruction. And 
God, in His infinite wisdom and 
mercy, withholds from us what we 
think would be for our happiness 
and good ; but which He ^* who 
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seeth not as man seeth'* knows 

would be far otherwise. All our 

prayers should be made in the 

spirit of Him who graciously taught 

us to pray, " Thy will be done." 

Then may we patiently wait and 

hope for such an answer in God's 

good time as He shall see to be 

best for us. 

" My God and Fatlier, while I stray 
Far from my home on life'» rough way ; 
Oh ! teach me from my heart to say, 

* Thy w3I be done." 

*' If thou should*st call me to resign 
What most I prize, it ne'er was mme> 
I oxkly yield Thee what was Thiae^ 

* Thy will be done.' 

" E'en if again I ne'er should see 
The friend more dear than life to me ; 
Ere long we both shall be with Thee> 

* Thy win be done/ 

'* Should pining sickness waste away 
My life in premature decay ; 
My Father, still I'll strive to say, 
« Thy will be done/ 
B 
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^ If but my fainting heart be blest, 
With Thy sweet Spirit for its guest. 
My God, to Thee I leave the rest, 
« Thy will be done.' 

" Renew my will from day to day, 
Blend it with Thine and take away 
All that now makes it hard to say, 

* Thy will be done.' 

" Then, when on earth I breathe no more 
The prayer oft mixed with tears before, 
I'll sing upon a happier shore, 

* Thy will be done.'" 

But while God's people have the 
blessed invitation to call upon Him 
in ** the day of trouble ^^^ we must 
take care that we do not forget 
Him in the day of prosperity y lest 
the awful words should be fulfilled 
to us, "I also will laugh at your 
calamity, and mock when your fear 
Cometh ; " lest we should then cry 
unto Him and not be heard, and 
stretch forth our hands fpr help in 
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vain. Few would be so ungrateful 
as to slight or neglect an earthly- 
friend who had shown them great 
kindness^ and delivered them from 
some pressing difficulty. And shall 
we thus treat our Heavenly Friend ? 
from whose hand we have received 
so many temporal mercies, and, 
above all, the " inestimable gift " 
of eternal life through his beloved 
Son. Oh ! how can we praise Him 
enough for this and all His mercies. 

" "Weak IS the effort of my heart, 
And cold my warmest thought ; 
Bat, when I see Thee as Thou art, 
1*11 praise Thee as I ought." 

And the best way to show our 
gratitude, while we continue upon 
earth, is by " giving up ourselves to 
His service," and "walking from 
henceforth in His holy ways." When 
we are suffering ftoin present troubles 
B 2 
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let us not forget past benefits ; but 
let us say with the patient Job,-— 
** Shall we receive good at the hand 
of God, and shall we not receive 
evil?" "Hitherto hath the Lord 
helped us." Let us raise to Him 
our Ebenezer, *^ Thank Him and 
take courage." 

" Well praise Him for all that is past, 
And trust Him for all that 's to come." 

For every trial to which we may 
be exposed in this world, comfort 
and support may be found in the 
holy Scriptures, if diligently read 
with earnest prayer for the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit. Are we mourn- 
ing for sins, almost despairing of 
mercy, thinking ourselves the 
greatest sinners, and that we have 
offended beyond forgiveness ? Then 
turn to those precious words,-^ 
'* Come, now, and let us reason 
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together, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet^ they shall be 
as white as snow ; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be as 
wool." ** Come unto me, all ye that 
ene weary and heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest." "He that 
Cometh to me I will in nowise cast 
out," " Who will have aU men to 
be saved." For there is mercy for 
him that ^* repenteth and forsaketh 
his sins." These blessed words have 
cheered many desponding hearts. 
And blessed are those who are thus 
mourning, " for they shall be com- 
forted*" 

Are we visited with sickness and 
suffering in body ? " There is balm 
in Gilead ; there is a great physician 
there." We have a compassionate 
Friend on high, *' who can be 
touched with the feeling of our 
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infirmities ; " for " He himself bare 
our sicknesses." He will " com- 
fort His people when they lie sick 
upon their beds," and He has power 
to restore to health; but whatever 
be His will concerning us, His 
people have the sure promise, " As 
thy day, so shall thy strength be." 
Seek, above all things. His *' saving 
health ; " for He who can heal the 
body alone is able to say to the 
wounded conscience, ** Be of good 
cheer, thy sins be forgiven thee." 
Are we suffering from poverty or 
loss ? This is a sore trial, especially 
when it falls upon those who have 
known the comforts and luxuries of 
a happy and plentiful home, and 
who looked not for so sad a change. 
Many, at such a time, feel so 
bewildered and perplexed that they 
know not what to do. Want and 
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distress soem their only portioDi 
their faculties and powers of exer- 
tion appear benumbed, and they are. 
ready to sit down in despair. This 
is a dark day, and time of trouble 
in which they should call upon the* 
Lord, who will answer and help- 
them. They may " cast their 
burden upon the Lord/' who has 
promised to " sustain those " who 
cast all their care upon Him. 

« O Lord, in all our trials here, 
Whate'er those trials be, 
Help us without one doubt or fbar 
To cast our care on Thee." 

He who feedeth the young ravens 
when they cry unto Him, whose 
tender mercies are over all His 
works, who clotheth the lilies of the 
field in all their loveliness and 
beauty, "Will He not also pro- 
vide for you, O ye of little faith ? " 
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Yes, it is the promise of our blessed 
Lord himself, that if we seek firH 
the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, all these things shall 
be added unto us. He has said, 
'* When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, and their 
tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord 
will hear, I the God of Israel will 
not forsake them." He also assures 
His people that "bread shall be 
given them." ** None ever trusted 
in the Lord and were confounded.'* 
Then *^wait upon God," and say 
with the Psalmist, " Why art thou 
cast down, O my soul ? and why art 
thou disquieted within me ? Hope 
in God ; for I shall yet praise him, 
who is the health of my counte- 
nance and my God." Pray for such 
strong faith as that of the Prophet 
Habakkuk, which enabled him to 
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say, ''Although the fig tree shall 
not blossom, neither shall fruit be 
in the vines ; the labour of the olive 
shall fail^ and the fields shall yield 
no meal ; the flocks shall be cut off 
from the fold, and there shall be no 
herd in the stalls : yet I will rejoice 
in the Lord ; I will joy in the God 
of my salvation/* For " God is our 
refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble." Therefore, 

" Give to the winds thy fears ; 
Hope and be undismayed ; 
God hears thy sighs and counts thy tears, 
God shall lift up thy head« 

" Through waves, and clouds, and storms. 
He gently clears thy way : 
Wait ihou his time, so shall this tiight 
Soon end in joyous day." 

But although in times of trouble 
we should look in the first place 
for help and strength from on High, 
we must not sit down in indolence 
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and expect that some miracle will 
be wrought for us. No, we must 
rouse ourselves ; and, if it be neces- 
sary, work with our own hands, that 
we may not only be able to " pro- 
vide things honest in the sight of 
men," but, also, " may have to give 
to him that needeth." Put your 
trust in the Lord. '^ In all your 
ways acknowledge Him, and He 
will direct your paths." He loveth 
not the slothful, but blesseth the 
dUigentf and the blessing of the 
Lord it maketh rich, and He addeth 
no sorrow with it. Be not careful 
and troubled about the future. 
''The Lord will provide;" "suffi- 
cient unto the day is the evil 
thereof." 

" Live for to-day ! to-monrow's light 
To-morrow's cares shall bring to sight 
Go, sleep like closing flowers at night, 
And heaven thy mom will bless." 
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Are we treated with neglect, con- 
tempt, or persecution, even from 
those to whom we looked for love 
and succour. This is also a trial 
which is very hard to bear, and 
which embitters and darkens many 
of our days ; but in this* trouble 
comfort may be found, from re- 
membering that our dear Redeemer 
" was despised and rejected," a man 
of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief; and we should pray for grace 
to bear our trials meekly, and to 
follow his gentle and patient ex- 
ample : " Who, when he was reviled, 
reviled not again." We must ** re- 
turn good for evil," and blessing 
for railing,— endeavouring, by God's 
help, to " speak gently " at all times, 
however great may be the provoca- 
tion. Our blessed Lord has taught us 
to pray for those " who despitefully 
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use us and persecute us ; " and He 
who can make "even our enemies 
to be at peace with us " has power 
to turn their hearts and to restore 
unity and love. And trials of this 
kind should make us turn with more 
devoted hearts to that ** Friend who 
sticketh closer than a brother/* and 
** who changeth not." 

" O Thou who dry'st the mourner's tear, 
How dark this world would be ; 
K when oppressed and wounded here, 
"We could not turn to Thee. 

'' But thou can'st cheer the broken heart 
"With beams of heavenly ray ; 
As darkness shows us worlds of light, 
"We never saw by day." 

But there is yet a darker day of 
trouble, and an hour of deeper sad- 
ness. It is, when we are mourning 
the loss of some beloved friend, 
whom death has just snatched from 
us : one who was dear to us as our 
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own life ; whose loss we feel* is 
irreparable ; whose place in our 
affections no one else can fill ; and 
whose removal has made the world 
to us a dreary blank, and seems to 
have cast a cloud oyer our future 
years. This is, indeed, a time of 
bitter trial. This is the arrow which 
pierces most deeply. This is the 
grief which rends the heart, and the 
sorrow that is almost more than we 
can bear. This is the time when 
we feel most inclined to murmur, 
and find it most difiScult to say, 
" Thy will be done." But He who 
in mercy gives, and in no less mercy 
takes away, will also enable us- to 
bear this ** weight of woe" if we 
look to Him for strength and 
support in this dark day of trouble. 
Perhaps he saw that we were " set- 
ting up an idol in our hearts ; " that 
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in* our delight at the gift we forgot 
the Giver ; that we were trusting to 
an arm of flesh ; and He has removed 
our treasure from earth, that we 
may find it in heaven ; and that our 
affections may be more firmly set 
upon " things above," He who 
wept at the; grave of Lazarus, who 
is also "the Resurrection and the 
Life/* forbids not his people to 
sorrow for their departed friends, 
but they must not repine. And 
happy are those ** who sorrow not 
without hope ; " who have a blessed 
assurance that those dear ones 
"have safely passed the waves of 
this troublesome world," and are 
landed on the shores of " everlasting 
rest,'' and who can say, " I shall go 
to them, but they will not return to 
me." Oh! blissful reunion! how- 
ever great may be our loss in their 
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departure, however desolate our 
homes and lot without them, who 
can withhold the tribute of thanks 
in the beautiful prayer for the 
"Church Militant?" in which we 
say, " We bless thy holy name, for 
all thy servants departed this life in 
thy faith and fear." Oh ! may we 
have grace " so to follow their good 
examples, that with them we may 
be partakers of the heavenly king- 
dom." Let the sweet hope of meet- 
ing our beloved ones in that "happy 
land," " where parting is unknown," 
cheer all mourning hearts, and let 
them not refuse to be comforted, 
but say, with meek and patient 
resignation, " Even so, Father ; for 
so it seemeth good in thy sight." 

Since the sad notes of war have 
sounded in our land, how many 
happy homes and hearths have felt 
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the sad bereavements which have 
been caused by the stroke of death 
upon the battle-field ? How many 
a one, who a short time ago was a 
happy wife, is now a sorrowing 
widow? weeping for him who was 
her stay and her support — perhaps 
with a family of helpless and depen- 
dent little ones, clinging to their 
mother in their childish grief, and 
rending her heart with tenfold 
anguish, as she thinks upon their 
altered prospects. How many pa- 
rents have to mourn a gallant son ? 
who, with a strong arm and a brave 
heart, zealous for his country and 
his Queen, left his native shores and 
beloved friends to return to them 
no more ; but his cold remains lie 
in the land of the stranger. Nobly 
has he fallen ! and though no stone 
may mark the spot where is placed 
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the precious deposit, yet let us hope 
that the record of many of these 
brave ones is on high ; that while 
they were faithful to their earthly 
sovereign they forgot not their 
allegiance to the " King of kings/* 
but fought "manfully under His 
banner against the world, the flesh, 
and the devil." Oh ! then, bereaved 
ones, lift up your eyes "unto the 
everlasting hills from whence cometh 
your help,'* and " He who com- 
forteth those that are cast- down'* 
will comfort you. He has promised 
to be " The God of the widow and 
the Father of the fatherless." And 
may the prayer be universal, that 
God will, in His good time, "grant 
unto us the blessing of peace." 

Much more might be written 
upon the sweet and inexhaustible 
subject of the goodness and tender 
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care of our Heavenly Father, and 
many, many more beautiful and 
encouraging passages might be 
selected from His holy Word, 
which is full of " exceeding great 
and precious promises/* Oh, make 
that sacred Word your constant 
study, and in the time of trouble 
you will be able to realize all the 
comfort which it is calculated to 
afford. In the dark day of adver- 
sity we are convinced of that which 
we might, perhaps, never have 
learned in the day of prosperity — 
that there is little, indeed, no real 
happiness to be found in this world. 
And if our trials have this eflfect 
upon us, we have indeed reason to 
bless God for "every cross and 
pain." Then, dear Reader, cast 
your every burden upon the Lord, 
" He will sustain thee," In every 
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doubt and difficulty " commit thy 
way unto Him," and He will guide 
. and direct thee. However great 
and heavy may be your affliction, 
He will endue you with strength 
to bear it. " Trust ye in the Lord 
for ever^ for in the Lord Jehovah 
is everlasting strength." Oh, may 
we " proceed from strength to 
strength," until, before the God of 
gods, we all appear in Zion — even 
in that heavenly Jerusalem, which 
is the home of the people of God, 
where " God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God." " And 
God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying; neither shall there be any 
more pain, for the former things 
are passed away." .Yes ! all " dark 
days" are gone for ever, and the 
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saints shall walk in everlasting 
light in that celestial land, " for the 
glory of God does lighten it, and 
the Lamb is the light thereof." 

The following beautiful hymn is 
by Sir Robert Grant : — 

" When gathering clouds around I view, 
When days are dark and friends are few, 
On Him I lean, who, not in vain, 
Experienced every human pain. 
He sees my wants, allays my fears, 
And counts and treasures up my tears. 

" If aught should tempt my soul to stray 
From heavenly wisdom's narrow way ; 
To fly the good I would pursue, 
And do the sin I would not do ; 
Still He, who felt temptation's power, 
Shall shield me in that dangerous hour. 

" And oh ! when I have safely passed 
Through every conflict but the last ; 
Still, still unchanging watch beside, 
My painful bed, for thou hast died ; 
Then point to realms of cloudless day, 
And wipe the latest tear away."
